AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


The Auditors of the town of Kutland render to their fellow 
citizens the following report pursuant to the resolutions adopted at 
their annual meetings in 1856 and 1858. 

They have settled with the Treasurer his account with the 
town, and also his account as Treasurer of the School Fund, 
both which will be found in the following pages. 

The Overseer of the Poor has submitted his account, which fol- 
lows those of the Treasurer, and which the Auditors have found 
correct. It will be observed that it exhibits, not the amounts ac- 
tually received and paid out during the year which has elapsed 
since the last settlements, but the expense incurred during the 
current year, whether paid or not, and the income for the same 
period, though it may not be all realized. In this way he is ena- 
bled to furnish the actual annual cost of the poor to the town. 

The inventory of the property on the town farm is next inserted, 
so that the whole subject is brought together. Then succeed 
various accounts and other papers which will be readily understood, 
with the aid of the explanations which accompany them. The 
whole we trust will bring the pecuniary affairs of the town before 
you more fully than they have ever been, and facilitate the prepa- 
ration of more full and perfect reports hereafter. 

LIABILITIES AND ASSETS. 

Two suits are now pending in the county court against the town ; 
one in Addison County, in favor of the Bank of Middlebury, the 
other in this County, in favor of S. H. Langdon. Both are 
founded upon the neglect of a former constable in not taking suffi- 
cient sureties upon certain replevin bonds, and involved something 
like $20,000 in amount. They require the most vigilant attention ; 
but as it is highly probable that the town will not be called upon 
to pay anything this year on account of them, beyond the expenses 
of the defense, they will not be noticed any farther in this report, 
except for that outlay. 
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There is reason to suppose also, that the town will be put to no 
expense this year on account of the Chatterton road, so called, and 
for that reason the expense of it, which will no doubt exceed 
$3500.00, is not embraced in our estimate. 

It is utterly impracticable to ascertain the amount of orders 
drawn by justices, the reports which should be made by them being 
so defective, as will be seen on recurring to them as they appear 
hereafter. It would have been gratifying if we could have ob- 
tained and published a list of the mittimusses now in the officers 
hands, but we have failed in the attempt. A critical comparison 
of the orders drawn during the last year by the selectmen, with 
those in the Treasurer's office, shows that those which are still out- 
standing, (being those marked thus *) amount to $2257.67

SELECTMENS’ REMARKS. 


The Selectmen, in complying with a resolution adopted in 
March meeting, 1856, wish to make the following explanations in 
submitting their list of orders for the past year : 

The new road, running by the United States Court House and 
Post Office, called Center street, has been built at an expense, 
including land damages, of about $3000.00. 

The Supreme Court, at its session in July last, decided against 
the town on the Chatterton road suit, and established the road as 
laid by the Commissioners. Land damage awarded, $1574. 00 ; 
estimated cost of building, $2000.00 more. 

Agreeable to a resolution adopted last March meeting, instruct- 
ing the Selectmen to settle with the Collector of taxes, and make 
him such compensation as was deemed just, we have given him a 
town order for $300.00 in addition to what he has heretofore 
received. This settles all claims for abatements and compensation 
since he has been Constable, and, although the sum may appear 
large, yet, after carefully examining his books, we were satisfied 
with the agreement. 

All law suits against the town have been disposed of, except two ; 
one commenced by S. H. Langdon in 1857, and one by the Bank 
of Middlebury last spring. And in order to leave the future agent 
at perfect liberty in managing them, all the counsel heretofore 
employed in those two suits have been discharged.
